and strength were on the ebb." 


The British premier disclosed 


that the correspondence between 
himself and the late President had 
comprised "more than ],700 mes- 
sages," and said that messages 
he received from Roosevelt on the 
day of his death "showed no fall- 
ing off in his accustomed clear 
vision upon perplexing and com- 
plicated matters."

"At Century's Turn"

With the recent organization o£ 


a Chamber of Commerce in Kings- 
ton, after a lapse of many years, 
it is interesting to recall that the 
Rondout Valley Chamber of Com- 
merce was organized at a meeting 
held in Ellenville on May 15,1928. 


The organization came into ex- 


istence through the efforts of the 
Noonday Club of Ellenville, and 
other organizations in the Rondout 
valley. 


Attorney H. Westlake Coons of 


Eltenville was elected president at 
the organization meeting, with Dr. 
Frank M. Holcombe of Ellenville 
as first vice president; Dr. Walter 
N. Thayer, Jr., of Napanoch, as 
second vice president, and Her- 
man J. Levine of Ellenville as 
treasurer. 


At the organization meeting it 


was decided to hold the office of 
secretary open, and talk over 
plans of raising funds to engage a 
paid secretary. 


The other day I wrote a sketch 


about the Kingston postal service 
in 1900 at which time Edgar E. 
Ougheltrce was sen-ing as assist- 
ant postmaster. The. other day I 
ran across a clipping of May 9 
1918, which told that Mr. Oughel- 
tree that day had filed his resigna- 
tion as assistant postmaster, after 
serving for 24 years as a member 
of the Kingston postal organiza- 
tion. 


Turning from mail to cigars, on 


May 13.1918, Joseph F. McGreen- 
erj-. Jr., that day sold his cigar 
factory in the Wieber building on 
lower Broadway, to Simon Batt & 
Co.. of New York. 


Mr. McGrcenery, as I recall it, 
came to Kingston in 1917, and 
opened his cigar factory. I remem- 
ber that Arthur VanDeMark of 
\Vest Chestnut street, for years 
engaged in the manufacture of ci- 
gars here, served as superinten- 
dent of the McGrcenery plant 
After disposing of his cigar plant 
Mr. McGreenery returned to his 
home town, Boston, Mass. He serv- 
ed during the first World War 
with the armed forces. 


One of the first men to have 


charge of the all-volunteer fire de- 
partment of Kingston was Charles

Washington, April 17—A hushed 


chamber and a voice that spoke 
earnestly, sincerely, petitioning, 
praying for Divine guidance! It 
was a moment so impressive that 
when it was over, there broke 
from the assembled Congress an 
applause wliich for sheer spon- 
taneity and suddenness has been

What President Truman said in 


the concluding phrases of his first 
address to the joint session of the 
House and Senate rang so true 
and came so fevercntly -from the 
heart that it seemed to sum up all 
that he had to say to his' col- 
leagues. It was as if they under- 
stood the whole address was in 
the main for the people outside, 
both here and abroad—things that 
had to be said promptly by way 
of reassurance—but at the end 
were the few sentences meant ob- 
viously for his colleagues in the 
Senate and . the House who can 
make-or break any administration 
and in truth make or break any 
peace treaty or international or- 
gani2ation designed to preserve 
peace. He'pleaded'for their co- 
operation. 


When the new President came 


to the rostrum. lie was greeted 
with a hearty outburst of applause 
that sounded for a moment out of 
place because the thoughts of 
most observers were still in the 
sadness of the tragedy of last 
week. But the members did want 
the new Chief Executive to know 
they were 'behind him so they 
manifested it by hand clapping 
and a cheer. He smiled affably. 
It was a n . engaging smile of 
friendliness but it was soon suc- 
ceeded by an expression of deep 
gravity and solemnity. 


As Mr. Truman turned 
the 


pages of his prepared address, he 
occasionally emphasized a phrase 
or lifted his hands in a modest 
gesture. He raised his voice to a 
higher pitch once as he cried out 
that there .would be no terms 
from either Germany or Japan ex- 
cept 
"unconditional 
surrender." 


The address was well-balanced, 
well-conceived and altogether one 
of the most timely utterances that 
could have been composed for this 
occasion. It met approval on ev- 
ery side—from every group and 
party. For to a remarkable ex- 
tent the new President had ar- 
ticulated the mood and thoughts 
of. the American people and.had 
interpreted accurately the pur- 
pases and intent of the whole gov- 
ernment in this time of crisis. He 
breathed continuity of policy and 
program. 


Mr. Truman sought by implicit 


rather than, explicit phrases to 
convey, 'his .jfleas. Hei.'couJd not 
give details now/He'did proclaim 
principles which were easy to un- 
derstand. Their meaning will not 
be lost abroad or at home. For in 
a general way the new President 
plans to carry out the ideals of his 
predecessor as to the peace and 
to fulfill the hopes of the late 
President in improving the lot of 
the common man.

Farmers and victory 
gardeners

Development of a new-type, hy- 


brid potato immune to blight, was 
announced yesterday by professors 
Donald Reddick and L. C. Peter- 
son of Cornell University's agricul- 
tural experiment station following 
17 years of experimentation. 


Growers who cooperated in the 


tests have been given title to the 
stocks of their farms and have 
been advised to prepare for gen- 
eral distribution of the new pota- 
to, the scientists added.
